The brewery wes owned by a joint stock com- 
pany and has made itself one cf twe indusiries of 
Atlanta, and its de-tructiou b) the fire will prove 
guitealoss. The building end machisery were 
valned atabout $75(00, but fortunately for the 
company an ample iasurance bad be n provided 
aud oaly a small loss will be sustaineu by its 
owuers. 

It was said by oneof the company last night 
that the buildiug would be repiaced at unce. 

The origin of the fire is not known, but is sup 
posed to have been accidental.
